SCIENCE SF HEAL TH

Everyone desires to have a strong, 
healthy body, but there are very few 
people who do not have at least one aii- 
ment that keeps them from being in per- 
fect bodily condition. 


Fundamentally the cause of all sick- 
ness and disease is an unbalanced con- 
dition of the-polariity of the body. All 
things in nature exist in manifestation, 
because of the presence of two polari- 
ties in all creations. When the posi- 
tive and negative polarities are in per- 
fect balance, it is impossibie for the 
body to suffer the presence- of the in- 
harmonious conditions of sickness and 
disease. 


You will note that I have made a 
differentiation between sickness, and 
disease. Sickness is primarily brought 
about by negative thinking. Disease is 
a condition brought about by outside in- 
fluences or germs. Before a disease germ © 
can be propagated in the human body to 
such a degree that it will cause disease, 
it must find an unbalanced condition of 
the polarities. Thus we can see that 
fundamentally all bodily sickness and 
disease are caused by the same thing - 
inharmony induced by wrong mental condi- 
tions.

If this Divine Law were thoroughly 
understood. and , realized, it would re- 
strain man from all evil and inspire to 
all good. If it were held constantly in 
the consciousness and brought. nearer to 
thé. inner life of the human soul, if: all. 
our thoughts, words, and deeds, were .en-- 
tertained and pursued in view of. oh bs erit 
would require no.effort. to listen to- the 
dictates of that which is Divine in our 
nature and to live up to our highest con-: 
victions of what is right. re 


The scope and operation of. the law- 
of compensation is so extended that an 
infinitude of time is requisite to work 
out its legitimate results and from the. 
fact that a large majority of the . human 
race’ has not . reached that stage in de-. 
velopment ` in which the individual has. 
the ability even to apprehend the immense 
scheme of the Universe wherein this law 
plays so important a part, one is apt to 
believe that it has only a partial appli- 
cation in the domain of earthly existence. 
The general acceptance of this belief is 
expressed by the popular aphorism, "Hon- 
esty is the best policy." But unless 


policy is made to comprehend more than 
that which is merely temporary and earth- 
ly, the expression falls: short of bring- 
ing to our realization the full truth. 
The narrow view of many of the commonalty 
of mankind is given to the word policy, 
the limitation of the concrete and physi- 
cal, and is proved in the experience of 
many that there are exceptions to the 
law, which is true under so restricted a 
view. 


“Judging from the evidence presented 
on the -plane of sense consciousness, does 
not: the.:conscious-less manipulator of 
finance.often succeed when the conscien- 
tious citizen is overcome and submerged 
by the. evils. and inequalities of society? 
This .disposition of the world to take a 
restricted view of compensation and to 
localize it in some fleeting circumstance 
or thing unreal, something with a circum- 
ference limited by the senses is a great 
blindness of the race. Such a eircle is 
too small for a revelation of God's law. 
We cannot study the landscape by gazing 
at the soil, weeds, and pebbles, at our 
feet. We must ascend to an iminence and 
gaze afar off over the valley, the wind- 
ing river and the intervening foothills, 
to behold the grandeur and glory of the 
view. Likewise life cannot be measured 
by the circumstances of a ‘moment, the 
whole cannot be discovered by one of its 
fractions, unless the relation of that 
fraction to the whole be first made known. 


It is true that theologians have 
marshaled all the virtues that the word 


thonesty' stands for and have attempted 
to justify the adherence to such virtues 
by compensation not limited to.earthly 
things. But the fruits of honesty and 
virtue are in general put so far off and 
made so doubtful by the speculative na- 
ture of their promises that the masses 
fail to perceive either intellectually 
or spiritually the inner light of the 
truth they present, accordingly . they 
utterly refuse or fail to attempt the 
realization of the great fact of compen- 
sation. Bearing further on this . point 
Herbert Spencer says, "Great mischief 
has been done by the repellent aspect 
given to moral rule by its expositors 
and immense benefits are to be antici- 
pated from presenting the moral rule 
under that attractive aspect which:-it 
has when undistorted by superstition;and 
asceticism. Nor does mischief result 
only from this undue severity of ethical 
doctrines bequeathed us by the harsh 
past. Further mischief results from the 
impracticability of its ideal. In violent 
reaction against the utter selfishness of 
life as carried on in barbarous society, 
it has insisted on a life utterly unsel- 
fish, but just as a rampant egoism of a 
brutal militancy was not to be remedied 
by attempts at the absolute subjugation 
of the ego in convents- and monaster tes, 
so neither is the misconduct of ordinary 
humanity as now existing, to be remedied 
by upholding a standard:of -abnegation 
beyond human achievement, rather the ef- 
fect is to produce a dispairing abandon- 
ment of all attempts ata higher life. 
And not only. does an effort to achieve 


the impossible ‘ena in this way, but it 
simultz::eous"y eiscredits ‘the possible. 
By assuciation with rules’ that ‘cannot be 
obeyed, rules that. nean, be. obeyed. “Lose 
their authority. STS ARS opt cos a 
While our thedtogtatis - håve Svena a 
few sanctions for the acceptance of the 
law of compensation, notwithstanding’ their 
dogmatic presentation of that truth; and 
while ‘our ethical teachers speaking as 
they do from the basis of pure ethics, 
have been of some assistance to.the soul 
searching for light, it may ssafely be 
said that never until the advent of the 
teachings known as new thought . -has the 
law of compensation been ‘so log iéally or 
coherently presented that both the heart 
and intellect are. forced to a realizing 
sense of the everlasting certainty. of 
réaping the compensation that is a true 
correspondence of the thoughts, words, 
and deeds from which it flows. It illu- 
mines .and ‘explains the Divine Truth. ut- 
tered by the Great Teachers, "That what- 
soever a man Leeda that shall he also 
reap.” em 


. We need to realize that the law of 
Compensation is a fixed law. It is con- 
tinuous and eternal. and is in operation 
now. Communities and nations are built 
up and destroyed under plans formulated 
harmoniously with the workings of this 
law. It is vain to plot or combine 
against it, it is. but another name for 
the law of Cause and Effect. Like cause 
and effect, it is an eternal arrangement 
set in the constitution of the Universe.
